FEPC BILLS PASS 

On the same day organized 
labor lost the election in Oak- 
land, it won in the Assembly “a 
startling triumph” as the State 
Fed Newsletter termed it, when 
by a vote of 48 to 27 the Fair 
Employment Practices measure 
of Assemblyman Byron Rum- 
ford, Democrat, of Alameda 
county. 

The measure now goes to the 
Senate Labor Committee. 

However, the lower houses 
amended out appropriation fea- 
tures neecssary to finance the 
administrative commission get 
up in the proposed law. 

The Assembly action on Rum- 
ford’s bill followed by just four 
days lower house approval of a 
bill introduced by Assemblyman

refused employment for racial 
or creed or color reasons to col-
